1 . The Applicant's amendment after final filed on December 3, 2009, was received. 
Claims 1-6 and 10-18 are pending in this office action. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. Information disclosure statement (IDS), submitted November 4, 2009, has been 
received and considered by the examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The rejection of Claims 1 and 3-6 under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable 
over Yoshimoto et al. (US 2003/0104265 A1) in view of Misawa et al. (US 5,158,837) 
have been overcome based on the arguments presented on pages 2-5 of the Remarks 
dated December 3, 2009. 

4. The rejection of Claim 2 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Yoshimoto et al. (US 2003/0104265 A1) and Misawa et al. (US 5,158,837), and in 
further view of Sugita et al. (US 6,723,463 B2), has been overcome based on the 
arguments presented on pages 2-5 of the Remarks dated December 3, 2009. 



EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

5. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes

The application has been amended as follows: 
IN THE CLAIMS : 

In Claim 1 , line 1 , add "comprising a plurality of cells" after "cell stack". 
Cancel Claims 10-18. 

Reasons for Allowance 

6. Claims 1-6 are allowed. 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the instant 
claims are to a polymer electrolyte fuel cell comprising a cell stack comprising a plurality 
of cells including a hydrogen ion conductive polymer electrolyte membrane, a pair of 
electrodes sandwiching said membrane and a pair of conductive separators, one of 
which has a gas flow channel for supplying and exhausting a fuel gas to and from one 
of said electrodes and the other has a gas flow channel for supplying and exhausting an 
oxidant gas to and from the other electrode, wherein at least one of said gas flow 
channels is connected to an inlet manifold at a junction, the lowermost part of said 
junction is positioned above a gas supply pipe connected to said inlet manifold, and said 
gas supply pipe is extended into said inlet manifold beyond an end plate located at a 
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nearest end of said cell stack in the laminating direction of said cell stack, and an 
extended part of said gas supply pipe has a plurality of holes in the top thereof, which 
are spaced apart at decreasing intervals inwardly. 

The most pertinent prior art has been presented. The prior art does not teach the 
claimed invention. 

With regard to Claim 1 , the closest prior art, Yoshimoto et al. (US 2003/0104265 
A1) and Misawa et al. (US 5,158,837), do not teach or fairly suggest a polymer 
electrolyte fuel cell comprising a cell stack having a plurality of cells and including a gas 
supply pipe connected to an inlet manifold, and said gas supply pipe is extended into 
said inlet manifold beyond an end plate located at a nearest end of said cell stack in the 
laminating direction of said cell stack, and an extended part of said gas supply pipe has 
a plurality of holes in the top thereof, which are spaced apart at decreasing intervals 
inwardly.
